Had Narrow Escapes From Death 


W hen Factory Was W rscksd. 


Philadelphia, March 29.—Shattered 
beyond hope of repair by the fury of 
the tornado of Monday night, hun­ 
dreds of homes in the northeastern 
section of the city stand desolate. 
Men, women and children, still stun­ 
ned by the suddenness of the devas­ 
tation of what had been theirs, looked 
on quietly while the debris was being 
cleared from their dwellings, wondered 
where they would spend the night and 
prayed that som ething m ight be saved 
from the m ass of wreckage. The loss 
will am ount to several hundred thou­ 
sand dollars. 
More than one family had its all 
wiped out by the storm . 
Savings of 
years w ere buried beneath the caved- 
in roofs. 
Daylight more than realized 
the worst expectations of those who 
had endeavored to trace the path of 
the gale, for in a narrow tract, scarce­ 
ly more than IOO yards wide at the 
widest part, yet miles in length, and 
stretching 
from 
Allegheny 
avenue 
clear to Torresdale, scarce a block 
could be found that had not at least 
one roof tossed into the street or 
the neighboring meadow, or one houso 
with walls swept away, leaving bare 
the interior. 
An Awful Twenty Minutes. 
Daylight brought home the real ter­ 
ror and caused the wonder to increase 
that there had been hut one death 
and not more than a score of injuries 
totalled during the frightful twenty 
m inutes in which homes crashed about 
the ears of their owners, mills were 
damaged, streets 
blocked, cars de­ 
railed, trees torn up, and tin roofs, 
bricks and m ortar sent sailing through 
the night. 
Probably the most rem arkable es­ 
cape was that of 200 operatives, m ost­ 
ly women, who were on the point of 
leaving their work in the mill of John 
Blood A Brother. It was here that two 
im m ense chim neys were torn from the 
roof, a w ater tank demolished, a roof 
crushed In upon the looms and more 
than 500 square feet of wall, new and 
tw enty inches in thickness, blown into 
the street. 
At this mill there was no work. The 
operatives crowded about in the street 
below and watched the gang* of work­ 
men tearing away the wreckage and 
thanked providence that they had not 
been swept Into the street along with 
the wall. 
At this factory there was 
but one person hurt. 
Dozens of Homes W recked. 
Fronting the Blood mill there is a 
clearing of perhaps 
300 
yards 
in 
length. 
Beyond this W eikle and Jan- 
ney streets begin 
At the corners of 
these dozens of homes were wrecked. 
In Its freakishness the storm com­ 
pletely ignored a wooden shanty at 
the corner of W eikle street and caved 
in three brick and stone residences# 
Tins was utter it had pierced tanks of 
the Atlantic Refining company and 
flooded the surrounding meadows with 
oil. 
Not twenty feet distant from these 
tanks are huge piles of em pty barrels 
which the wind could have carried, as 
it did fences for hundreds of yards. It 
left them untouched. 
The storm worked like a churn. Its 
most serious dam ages were at inter 
vain. It traveled high. dove to the 
housetops and the 
ground. Jumped 
into the clouds, sw ept along without 
interfering with the works of men s 
hands for considerable spaces, then 
dove again aud 
went on with Its 
wrecking

Into Cost of Mining and Transport. 
ing 
Anthracite 
and 
Other 
High 


Prices. 


Harrisburg. Pa., March 29.—A re=so 
tut Ion introduced In tin* legislature 
provides for a sweeping investigati >n 
of 
the 
anthracite coal industry o* 
Pennsylvania and to frame laws to 
reduce the price of coal. 
Ah an indication that the proposed 
Investigation will be thorough a com­ 
m ittee is empowered to Inquire into 
relations between mining and tram 
porta ti on companies and great hank 
ing houses, which are said to be close­ 
ly affiliated with 
them, and which 
usually conduct their financial oper 
ations. 
The resolution, which Is understood 
to have the approval of the Republi­ 
can leaders, gives the committee pow­ 
er especially to Investigate freight 
rates, It being alleged that rates for 
anthracite are much higher than those 
for bituminous coal. 
In the pream ble It Is said that the 
excessive cost of tra n s la tin g and 
handling anthracite is due, in part at 
least, to “large fees and commissions 
paid by transportation companies to> 
bankers to negotiate the .--ale of their 
securities and for loans of money.” 
And also 
o "excessive fees, com­ 
missions and other charges paid to 
brokers, 
commission 
agents, 
sales 
agents, factors and middlemen.’* 
Scope of Inquiry. 
The committee is directed to in 
quire particularly into tile actual cost 
of mining and transporting anthracite 
and the proportion paid to lalmr. 
This with a view 
to 
determine 
w hether the transportation rates for 
hard coal are excessive as compared 
with 
rates 
charged for bituminous 
and other commodities for equal dis­ 
tances. 
Also whether the cost of anthracite 
to tile* consumer is in any measure 
due to "usurious fees and commissions 
paid by the transportation companies 
to private and other hankers who are 
in tile directorate of or are closely 
affiliated 
with 
such 
transportation 
companies” tor negotiation of securl 
ties. 
The committee is also further to 
“inquire into the relation of pri\ate 
and cither bankers, brokers, factors 
and agents who are in the dtrec tora’** 
of the anthracite coal carrying com­ 
panies to the mining and sale of an 
thracite coal.” 


This Is Owing Somewhat to tho Foot 
That State Master Healey "Waste* 
So Much Time Visiting the Grange*" 
Under Hi* Juriadiction. 


A neighbor of State Master L. II. 
Henley of Connecticut is reported to 
have snld that “Mr. Healey is one of 
our I>est farmers, and I don’t see how 
he can waste so much time visiting 
granges.” 
From the enthusiastic m an­ 
ner in which Mr. Healey sets about his 
grange 
work 
and 
the 
persistence 
which he m anifests In following it up 
we rightly infer that he is simply car­ 
rying Into the grange field the same 
system atic methods aa prevail in his 
farm work. 
He Is an intensive farm ­ 
er, owning but eighty acres of land, 
but he makes those acres return as 
great a profit as some men realize 
from twice that number. 
It is greatly to his credit that be was 
able to report at the state grange 
meeting In January a membership of 
15,000—not so small for the area of the 
Nutmeg State. 
He attribute* much of 
the success of tile grange in that state 
to the wprk of the press, and the only 
reason it does not do tnoro, he aays, 
is because we do not give It the op* 
portunlty. 
The Connecticut state grange ta in a 
most flourishing condition. 
It baa a 
good balance of funds In the treasury, 
and it is working in harmony with all 
agricultural a ctiv it ies of the state. 
The committee on resolutions at the 
re<*ent meeting r e n t e d favorably on 
the proposition to request the national 
grange to publish in its proceedings 
the amount of money received from 
each state grange; also that an Item ­ 
ized account of the uiouey received 
from each sutxtrdiuate grange should 
be Im-iud'sl In the annual report of the 
state grange. 
Fast Master Hale pro­ 
se Ute* I n resolution, which was adopt­ 
ed. providing that $ 2 0 0 be given to the 
Postal Progress league for the ad­ 
vancement of the parcels post agita­ 
tion and that $5,000 be placed at the 
d is ta n t of the executive committee to 
use for the Inauguration of the parcels 
p«mt. 
It was further voted that the 
state master is* made a trustee of the 
Connecticut Agricultural college. 
The 
gi*i:<ge approved of the restoration of 
tie two years’ *-oiir*e in the Agricultur­ 
al college. 
The committee on public 
health favored a proposition that all 
cattle iiti|»orted into the stute should be 
accompanied by a certificate showing 
them to have l»een tested by the tuber- 
CUJv fest within sixty days and found 
free * oui tul>erculusts. 
The question 
provoked considerable discussion, but 
the resolution prevailed. 
The proposi­ 
tion to allow Pomona and subordinate 
granges to nominate officers was de­ 
feated. 
Favorable action was taken 
for agricultural education In the high 
schools. 
I ii connection with the state grauge 
work there Ut a flourishing Patrons’ 
Fire insurance company aa well as a 
Patrons’ Exchange, which la proving a 
money saver tor its membership.

PEACH YELLOWS. 


Net Mush Known About Court# and 
Treatment of This Orchard Trouble. 
Little la known about the course of 
the peach tree affection known as the 
yellows. 
Unlike other diseases com­ 
mon to fruit trees, It does not seem 
to be an organism, or, rather, not one 
that eau be discovered with the mod­ 
ern high power microscope. 
Not be­ 
ing able to locate the origin of the 
trouble, no effective treatm ent has 
as yet been discovered. 
It Is claimed by those who have done 
some experimenting with the disease 
that s fair percentage of the trees will 


As showing the important part which 
the gasoline tractor Is playing on many 
a northwestern grain farm, the experi­ 
ence of a farmer uear Beach. N. I).. is 
Interesting. He had 2,000 acres of vir­ 
gin prairie to put in and for the pur­ 
pose 
bought two twenty-two horse­ 
power 
tractors, 
together 
with 
the 
plows and other machinery necessary 
to put the soli in shape for a crop. 
These engines plowed, disked and seed­ 
ed the 2,000 acres, and the land was 
sown to flax. In the fall the crop of 
82,000 bushels was harvested, thrashed 
aud hauled to market with these trac­ 
tors and brought $48,000. 
Tile same 
season I,OOO acres of other land were 
broken, and next year 8,000 acres will 
lie cropped. 


Notwithstanding the fact that Illi­ 
nois and iowa laud is supposed to tie 
richer and more fertile than land in 
New York, some interesting facts have 
been noticed iu reference to the crop 
production lu the three states. On the 
basis of tigures compiled in 1005 it was 
found that the average value of land 
In New York wa* $47.17 far acre, in 
Illinois $74 32 per acre and in lows 
$67.07 1s t acre 
Notwithstanding this 
average valuation of land, the crop re­ 
turn per acre In New York for the ten 
years prior to 1006 was $19.42. in Illi­ 
nois $1G70 and In Iowa $13 90. 
The 
average land values as well as crop re­ 
turns for the past five years would 
doubtless show a variation from the 
above figures, hut it Is q uite likely that 
the ratio would be sinful the same.

Concrete culverts are replac­ 
ing (he plank 
bridges which have 
been In use since the couuty first was 
organixed 
Rig crops have been raised 
In the couuty this year, and many 
farmers have paid their poll tax in 
cash rather than work on the roads. 
Nearly all of the money which bas 
been received from this source is be­ 
ing silent by the county commissioners 
in building modem concrete culverts. 
More than half of the roads in the 
couuty lie fiat. 
The roads have t>een 
built with good drainage and are in 
condition that is good compared with 
what they were t»efore they were grad 
ed. 
It tuts been estimated by mer­ 
chants of Memphis, the county seat, 
that the new effort for good roads has 
added $5 to tin* vulue of every farm 
which ad toiris the improved roads

In the early spring the 
soil should be given a dressing with a 
complete fertilizer in which nitrogen 
predominates and should be well oui 
ti va ted throughout the season. 
The 
tree should be sprayed with the lime 
a lid with bordeaux mixture to cleanse 
It from other pests and diseases. 
The ravages of this affection have 
been extensive In the past few years. 
It claims whole orchards and at times 
saps the vitality of the orchards of a 
whole community. 
Again It will in­ 
fect orchards of a community with a 
single or perhaps several exceptions. 
It is the orchard that Is well situated, 
well pruned, well sprayed, well culti­ 
vated and well fertilize that escapes 
the ravages of this yellow plague. If 
they are well cnred for trees are strong 
and healthy, and they do not easily 
fall the prey of ’be disease. 
Once the tree becomes affected the 
only sure aud safe way is to pull tho 
tree and burn it on the spot, being 
careful that no Infected branch conies 
in contact with a healthy tree 
This 
luny seem like a heavy loss, but It will 
prove the most satisfactory way, as 
It may be the means of saving the
